The problem o! milk supply la 
large cities la cne of ever-lncroaslng 
Importance, and as soon aa lbs warm 
weather begloa Montreal hae Ue agi¬ 
tation lor uettor conit’ol ever produc¬ 
tion and sale of this vlul food pro- 
I duct. The natu *I teodency of many 
I rsformer* a cn all occasions lo htl 
blindly at the railways, but lo thla 
question of milk the railways havo 
tuomselvea elwayt rea!lly co-operated 
In nny practical propocal to aocui.! 
la pure milk eupply. la hla report on 
the milk supply of New York City, 
‘Commiasiuner l.,edtirle pays bis tri¬ 
bute to tbe help given by the rail¬ 
ways. snd la Montreal both tbe C P-R. 

I ana Grand Trunk have urged a more 
I Ail<;quate organization for tho protec¬ 
tion of milk. 

As. however, the average time 
•pent by a milk can to a railway car 
Is just one hour, whereas tbe time 
between the milking of the cow. and 
the delivery to the customer may be 
as much as tblrty-slx hour*, the r*^- 
ponsIbllUy and autbortiy of tbs rail¬ 
way Is (mmparativaly small, and It 
haa lieen found that the inspection 
and supervision must be carried 
right lo the farm Itself where the 
pbysiclal condition of the oow. the 
■tables, the farm bands, the farm 
water supply have an Important 
bearing on the tncterlotogtcal con¬ 
tent of tbo milk. Moreover. If the 
milk le 30l quickly cooled directly 
after being drawn from 'he cow. the 
bacteria Inerraae * Ith enormous ra.) 
idity which no amount of careful 
handling In transit can counteract. 

The creameries must nlao b* sub¬ 
jected to close supervlilon. lo 1606. 
where 600 creameriee were inspected 
the i.ralnage was found to be almost 
nnlvonally (fsfectlvo and the mlLk 
InadequaUly protected egainet dust 
and din. At the city end, Inspection 
muet be m re rapid still, for the pur¬ 
est milk may he poisoned by the at¬ 
mosphere In which I* Is dlipensed rt 
h* cornet grocery, etc.

Potash Deposits in Utah 

important Discovery In Utah Means 
Much to the (JnItyd Statee 

Bxteoelve deposits of sluntie, a pot¬ 
ash-bearing mlnarat, have been dis¬ 
covered near Marysvale, In Southern 
Utah. They are high 'up In the Tus- 
bar range, outcropping on the crest of 
a ridge that leads from tho mein di¬ 
vide at an elevation of approximately 
11,100 feet above sea level end ex¬ 
tends down to about 9.800 feet, the 
lower end being 4,000 feet above the 
railroad at Marysvale. 

A recent report of tbe tTnlted Slates 
logical survey states that outside of 
U«r„-aDy there !e no known commer¬ 
cial supply of potash salts. The Im- 
portatlOD of these salts in round num¬ 
bers for the three years of 1918, 1913 
and 1914, has averaged 836.000.000 
pound* In quantity and III.OOO.OOO lo 
value. These figures, however, repre¬ 
sent only a part of the potash salt, 
entering the Hnited Blales, ae they do 
not Include tbe import! of ealta used 
aa fertillxera. The quaqtlly of this 
class of material Imported for co> 
sumption in the railed States during 
the same period has averaged about 
700.00 tons, valued at 14.300,000 an¬ 
nually Thus It Is apparrat that tbe 
annual Importations of potash salts 
exceed $ 16 , 000 , 000 , ail of which has 
been stopped owing to the British em¬ 
bargo on the Oerinan supply of pot¬ 
ash. Tbe United Slates government 
bat sent out men Into every state of 
tbs Union prospecting for these de¬ 
nosits. and It Is reported that potash 
has been discovered in several other 
states

When Mr. MiCaig was in Vul¬ 
can recently speaking on behalf of 
the consolidated school idea, one 
of his points was that the better 
Khool system sroold afford the 
children a bigber grade of educa¬ 
tion, and he urged that all schools 
in the conntry districts should 
have agricultural courses. In il¬ 
lustration of this point, Mr. Caig 
produced four different samples of 
noxious weeds that he had pluck¬ 
ed in the Vulcan district and re¬ 
marked that it would be for the 
betterment of the district if every 
bey was taught to pull a bad weed 
when be saw one. 

It certainly would, but while are 
are s^king of educating the rising 
generation to this and other public i 
duties let us not forget that in 
various parU of our district nox¬ 
ious are^s are floarisbing to-day 
and because people are either too 
ignorant or loo indolent to attend 
to them. Even this year more 
than one good promising crop has 
bad to be ploughed up on account 
of the weeds that

This week the Empire will have 
been at war for twelve months, 
and tbe retrospect is interesting to 
nil who have followed the camp^gn 
from tbe beginning. Tbe lapse of 
a year finds tbe Allied forces still 
plodding away at the problem be¬ 
fore them as nndannted as they 
were daring the first few weeks 
of tbe outbreak of hostilities. The 
practical stalemate that has virtnal- 
ly set in on tbc western area of 
the fighting has, to many critica. 
been assnming a peuimistic at¬ 
mosphere. bnt on tbe contrary, it 
ia in itself a sign of strength al¬ 
most nnlooked for in tbe armies 
that are guarding the way to the 
Kaiser's longed for prize, Calais. 
Daring the time that tbe Emperor's 
armies have been set on getting to 
the coast they have left no method 
untried that they thought would 
have gained them their end, and i 
tbe world has from time to time] 
been shocked at tbe means where¬ 
by tbe road has been tbrestened. 
Tbe use of gases by tbe enemy 
was in itself a policy with which 
no civilized nation could hold it¬ 
self to countenance. But before it 
the French and the British Em¬ 
pire stood fast as a wall. Terroriz¬ 
ing has had no effect and Germany 
seems to have thrown this, her 
trump card es-er since she forced 
her murderous way across Belgium, 
just where it would do her more 
barm than good and by tbe affair 
of tbe Lusitania she has outraged 
ueutral feeling in the United 
States. 

Against this warfare the Entente 
Allies have stood firm, their moral 
fresh as it was tbe day they enter¬ 
ed tbe fray and their confidence of 
victory as strong as tbe canse that 
urges them on is just. Victory is 
theirs sooner or later, and although 
we may pass another year of war¬ 
fare as we have tbe lost, for no one 
can say wken tbe war will end.

Tbe crew were all 
saved. This is the fourth time 
Germany has clearly abowu an utter 
disregard lor tbe United Stater and 
it look, as if they desire to embroil 
our neighbor* in tbe present war at 
any coM. 

It appear* from a photo-postcard 
printed in Germany that the Huns 
are not remorseful over tbe loss of 
life on tbe Lusitania. It .hoars 
Admiral von Tirpitz and the Ger- 
man flag, with a cut of tbe Lusi¬ 
tania torpedoed and sunk. They 
are gloating over what they term 
their great victory. 

Sir Robert Borden has returned 
safely to London, after spending 
Mme strennons days behind and on 
the battle front in France. He 
spent considerable time in the Ca¬ 
nadian trenches and was the hon¬ 
ored gnest of General French and 
tbe Ftesident of France. 

Italy has issued a call to 1885 
Reservists. They are making 
splendid progress in their fight 
against Austria and are steadily 
gaining ground. 

Theodore Roosevelt in a speech at 
San Francisco on Friday night last, 
when asked to comment on the note 
of President Wilson to Germany, 
referred to bis Syracuse speceh in 
which be said: "This represents 
not merely piracy, but piracy on a 
vaster scale of murder than any old- 
time pirate ever practiced. This is 
tbe warfare which destroyed . Lou¬ 
vain and Dinant, and hundreds of 
men, women and children in Bel¬ 
gium. It seems inconceirablh that 
we can refrain from taking action 
in this matter, for we owe it not 
only to humanity, but to our nation¬ 
al self-reapect.” 

The Kaiser is said to hare stated 
that after the capture of Waraaw 
he will arrange for t JWkee settle¬ 
ment. He can take it from na 
that peace will only be arranged af¬ 
ter the allies have taken possession 
of Germany.

Asphyxiating tts of great IntensUy 
waa projected Into tbelr trenrhes, 
probably by meana of force pumps and 
pipes laid out undar lha parapets* 

Tbe fumes, aided by a favorabla 
wind, floaiad backwards, pojiontog 
and disabling over an extended area 
those who fell under tbelr effect The 
result was that tba French were com¬ 
pelled to give ground for a rooall- 
erable distance. The glor^ which the 
French army haa won la this war

Thatfsuch contests may still help 
to dehalope^trength and skill, 
agility and grMe, few will ques¬ 
tion; but I often wonder why, in 
modem holiday tournaments, alt 
the prices are awarded for feats of 
physical skill. 

The Greeks were as far superior 
to '.heir neighbors intellectnaliy.aa 
physically, and their amacing 
achievements in architecture, sculp¬ 
ture, music and poetrv were due 
to the stimulus of competition in 
these lines, also at their great con- 
testa. Sculptors, poets, orators 
and mnsicians vied with each other, 
as nell as the competitors in foot 
and chariot races, and the interest 
in their success on the part of the 
vast throng of spectators, was no 
leas intense. 

Why should we not employ the 
same stimulus of competition oow- 
a-days to produce mental as a-ell 
as physical development? Is a 
high kicker worth more to a com¬ 
munity than a high thinker? Is a 
Beet foot more desirable than a 
quick brain? Is skill io handling 
shooting iron, more priisesrorthy 
than skill in handling sentences? 
Which do we need more, soldiers 
or statesm'n? Which is mightier, 
the pen or the sword, the power 
of arms or of eloquence?
